Although applicants have said that all the tested compounds have "suppression of angiogenesis" as a 

common activity, this may not be the case in view of the instant specific a tion at page 6, lines 5-16. This passage states 

the claims compounds "may" inhibit angiogenesis. This is not seen as a n absolute reguirement that the compound do 

indeed inhibit hair growth via suppression of angiogenesis. The applicant s agreed to amending claim 74 as suggested by 
the examiner. Permission was granted for a formal examiner's amendmen t to effect this change.
